INVITATION TO SALINAS 


"This letter is written to serve two 
purposes — to tell you that I think your 
paper is great and also to tell you what I 
think about your so-called great hotshoe 
Southern Calif, riders that have jour- 
neyed up here to ride our race track at 
Salinas, the sand pit. 

Every time we have a race we are 
lucky to have one or two riders from the 
greater L.A, areas come up. And then 
we all sit back and watch them get thor- 
oughly beaten back by the local guys. 
And just to set the record straight this 
track is run 3-4 times a year in the 
spring. 

There have been two riders who have 
done any good at all up here. One is the 
great John Rice (#1 - send him upagain) 
and G. Bailey on his Greeves, Even Na- 
tional Numbers have ventured up here 
and been beaten by a man who has never 
been beaten on the track, John Lamonto 
of Hollister, 

Also as for the track being a TT track, 
you are wrong wrong wrong wrong. True, 
not as rough as a moto-cross - but still 
rough, As Preston Petty said, **Youonly 
have to shut off on a few places."' If this 
is so, why no better placing than he did? 
Something is amiss somewhere. 

Now I have written to many riders 
down there to get them to come up here, 
Only a few bothered to answer, All inall 
you have а good paper and Ilookforward 
to it every week, But if your riders down 
there are so all so darn fast why don't 
they come up here more often? It seems 
to me the attitude is why go there and 
get beat. 

Also some more credit goes to the

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GUY URQUHART, SAN DIEGO’S 
OLDEST DEALER DIES

Born in the summer of 1895 in Ken- 
tucky, Guy Urquhart migrated westward 
in the early 1900’s with his retired 
parents, At the tender age of 17 he 
enjoyed his first business venture in 
the El Centro area. Mining gold and 
driving trucks down Mexico way to 
make ends meet in his little bike and 
sporting goods shop, the lure of the 
motorized two-wheelers caught his young 
fancy. 

Acquiring an Indian and Flying Merkel 
franchise, he soon found that he lacked 
the experience to compete against the 
oldsters, so he packed up and moved into 
the San Diego area to purchase an 
Indian dealership from his older brother 
Jim. Taking over in 1926 he soon had 
the local scene well in hand and moved 
from his Market Street location to the 
present facility in downtown San Diego. 

Participating in and promoting events 
in this area such as the San Juan Capis- 
trano Hill Climbs, San Diego Night Rac-

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ing (a first), he soon gained renown in 
the sport. Importing the J.A.P. speedway 
machine was another first and when 
Indian popularity wained in the late 40’s, 
he ‘was one of the few with the foresight 
to jump on the British bandwagon with 
Bill Johnson and Triumph, This same 
business foresight was again demonstra- 
ted in ‘63 when he took on the Yamaha 
line several years ahead of his com- 
petitors, 

Guy amassed a goodly income with 
real estate and cattle, but those who 
knew him will tell you, and I’m sure, 
that his heart was always with the 
motorcycle business, Two former em- 
ployees, Floyd Emde and Joe Leonard 
rose to racing fame and Guy also gave 
Indian its last ‘‘big’’ win at Daytona 
Beach in ‘48,

which was his. To have lived a full life, 
reached his goals and ambitions and 
accumulated a vast wealth not only of 
financial assets but of ‘‘friends’’ as

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No Rain On This Parade 


It's only 7:30 p.m.— a full half-hour until racetime. The Astrodome's 
hive ofred, purple and gold seats are already half full of well-dressed Texans. 
I don't know what else Texas is number one in anymore, but it certainly is 
number one in pro racing enthusiasm, judging by this turnout. A record- 
breaking crowd is expected for this first motorcycle race in the famous Astro- 
dome, Houston's proudest landmark. 

The dome is unbelievably large. Knievel might barely jump over it at full 
throttle, but it would be close. Imagine Ascot Park with a sort of geodesic 
glass and steel bowl over it, and seats bubbling halfway up to the top, all 
around a dirt track about the size of a football field. 

The track is shield-shaped; round at one end and pointed at the other, 
with short chutes between the 5 corners. Haybales mark the track, every other 
one draped with a red, white and blue banner. The racers will follow the same 
path around the track as water in a tube of the same shape. Their groove is 
nearly a perfect circle. 

Unbounded credit is deserved by the AMA, who provided the structure of 
the show, and by Pace Management who promoted it, and by the fans who are 
filling the *Dome nearly to its capacity, and especially by the racers, who 
are going to make the best of the only seriously bad feature of the National — 
the track. 

It is a scary track, not entirely up to National calibre. Most fans won't 
notice the difference, however. Those who came to see spills and accidents 
will not be disappointed. The ones who appreciate the beauty of power under 
control will not be disappointed either, for the Experts have a hard respect 
for the rough corners and the slippery spot where track preparation missed 
some dirt. It is easy to see what was lacking in preparing the track. The dirt 
floor of the Astrodome calls for & scarifier of some kind to break up the sur- 
face uniformly and take out the ruts. In future races we can expect the track 
to improve, and the records set here tonight will be easily broken. But the 
track is the same for all, and the show will be good thanks to the skill of the 
competitors. 


Transcending The Generation Gap 


It was starting to rain as I came in tonight, and now it is pouring outside. 
The rain might hurt the rhubarb, but it won't fall on the parade this night. 

Under the snug dome the houselights come on at 8:03 and with them an 
almost endless parade of Shriners, seven groups in all, each comprising 16 or 
18 men in jaunty fezzes, with tassles streaming in the breeze created by the 
speed of their Hondas, Mustangs and Cushman Eagles. They are dressed in 
tuxedoes of every basic hue: Red tuxedoes on snow white Hondas, green 
tuxedoes on yellow Mustangs, blue tuxedoes with red Cushmans, etc. 

They filled the floor of the dome and each group rode through some pre- 
cision drill team maneuvers: wheels within wheels, figure eights, flying 
wedges. Some had red lights on. Some had sirens and like to use them. It was 
tuly a sight to behold! All the Shriners, men on the far side of the generation 
gap wheeling and flowing with the spirit of the bikes! Later I asked some of 
the men if the motorcycles ‘served any purpose other than fun and games in 
their mystical orders. I suspected they might serve a conscious purpose to- 
ward self-mastery. They laughed at the question. *They help call attention to 
our charities" (crippled children, mostly). *We ride so that others may walk," 
they all said. *Besides, it is a lot of fun," they confessed. 

At 8:28 the Shriners yielded the field to the riders parade and Roxy 
Rockwood, our triple-threat columnist, introduced the 12 national champions 
who had made the show. The fans were eager. They even applauded. the.

FORT SUTTER

Debbie Jackline was in 
striking distance most of the time, but 
Sue didn’t make any mistakes. 

The only restart of the day was in 
the 100 Novice Semi, and guess who 
was leading before the restart? That’s 
right, Sparky Pinola, riding likea champ, 
On the restart he blew it and didn’t 
make the Main; this is about the third 
or fourth time for Sparky and he was 
on a fast Moto Beta, But that’s the way 
it is for him most of the time. 

Ronnie Gonnella went on to win the 
100 Novice Main with Vic Krill and Jim 
Ferroni right on him. They pushed Ron 
several laps before Vic gave outand Jim 
nailed down second place. 

In the 100 Amateur/Expert Main saw 
John A, Gennai take a quick lead of 
about a wheel-length over Ron Long. 
Then in the back stretch Harry Dring 
came up and took them both, All three 
were peg to peg down the straight. Ron 
dropped back, then took over the lead 
again, In the meantime, James Childress 
was moving steadily through the pack 
but got stuck in fourth until Ron dropped 
out with bike trouble. Harry won the race 
but was disqualified for cutting the 
course, 

There was a real wild scramble inthe 
200сс Novice for the first turn with 
three bikes coming out almost side by 
side. Greg Moore had a slight edge. 
Harold Kunsman and Joseph Boll ended 
up fighting for second with Joseph win- 
ning out after several laps — a real 
close race all the way. 

Curt McMahon thought he had the 250 
Novice Main all sewed up but I guess he 
didn’t reckon on Thomas C, Hammer 
who came up and took the lead away 
from him and proceeded to leave the 
field far behind, All the positions were 
strung out after the first several laps. 

The best race of the day in my opinion 
was in the 250 Expert Main. It seems to 
me there is more action in the 250 class 
than all the others combined. This race 
was pretty one-sided as Carl Cranke and 
Paul Johnson, both on the new Suzuki 
singles, far out-classed the rest of the 
field. They finished one-two with Miles 
Anderson riding a beautiful but fruitless 
race as his CZ couldn’t even come close 
to the Suzies, 

The 250 Amateur Main proved the most 
interesting as Jack Driggs got off the 
line first, with Fred Bush about a wheel 
behind, Robert Hoffman moved up to 
make it a little tighter. At one time it 
was three abreast down the straight, 
then Robert took over the lead. The lead 
changed four times with a different rider 
each time, The last leader and winner 
Robert Haustein came from last, pass- 
ing one or two riders each lap, He really 
rode a spectacular race; would like to 
have seen him and his CZ against the 
Suzies. 

It was a four-way go for first in the 
500 Novice with Steve Young out on top 
with a CZ, James Skelton moved up to 
make it a close race and took over the 
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lead when Steve conked out, it looked 
like he had it in the bag, but one can 
never tell. Bill Evans and Byrl Barron 
rode side by side for several laps but it 
was Evans in second by a wheel, 

Richard Whiteacre came back to the 
wars after a fairly long layoff, on an- 
other bike no less, It seems he never 
rides the same bike more than once, He 
was sporting a 441 BSA this time and 
pulled a third, with some stiff competi- 
tion in the 500 Amateur- Expert, like Don 
Brumbelow who copped second and Don 
Stover to name several, 

All the races were good, some close 
and some not so close like in the 650 
Novice, Number 94 wheelied into first 
only to lose out to Charles Storm, He 
and Storm made a short showing before 
94j took it back, and stretched it out, 
The 650 Amateur/Expert was the same 
way with all four places two or three 
bike lengths apart. 

It was a good day from all standpoints, 
maybe a little cool, there was enough 
excitement to keep even the coldest of 
fans a little warm,

Prerace festivities over, the bark of tuned racing exhausts filled the 
huge Astrodome as the first heat race lined up. It was an ill-fated collection 
of Amateur qualifiers. Ten riders ‘started in a bunch and eight failed to make 
itout of the second corner. The race was called back and restarted, but seven 
more piled up on the slick apex of the south turn and some had difficulties 
getting restarted, so the second heat was brought on while the first lineup 
straightened forks and handlebars and worked bruises out of themselves. 

Dave Atherton of Michigan on a Sprint and Chuck Baker of California, 
Montesa mounted, mixed it up in first place for a lap or two until Bill Lyons 
of San Francisco took it away with his Sprint and held it. TexanBob Berry 
with a BSA took second place, followed by Buffalo Bill Cody, H-D mounted 
from Laguna Beach. 


Third Time's The Charm 


The first Amateur heat bombed off again with Ron Pierce and Steve Ells- 
worth, both Californians, dueling on Bultacos. Ellsworth held the edge with 
Pierce taking second, followed by Dave Smith. The flagman looked like a 
matador as the three Buls flashed by him. 

I missed the whole third heat because I was explaining the difference, to 
some new fans who had asked me, between this kind of racing and figure 8 
car races, which they were familiar with. *You see, they aren’t supposed to 
crash...” I was saying. I did see Bob Greenrose of Prospect, Kentucky, take 
an early lead. 

Expert Heat number one was marred by a freak accident. Ron Kruseman 
and another rider went down on the slick spot and, like good racers are taught 
to do, they both lay there in the track, hoping to stop the race and get another 
chance at winning. Somehow Fred Nix was unable to keep from crashing into 
Kruseman and Ron had to be taken away in the ambulance with a possible 
broken hip. It was the only time the ambulance was used that night. 

_Restarting, the Experts all cooled it with Cal Rayborn taking first all 
the way, followed by Mert Lawwill, both on Sprints and Ronnie Rall on a 
Benelli worked his way up to third. Bart Markel, getting away last, took an 
easy fourth. 


Yarn Unravels Veterans 


Expert Heat #2 rode one practice lap and ran smoothly with new Expert 
Mike Yarn from San Jose beating Butch Corder, Danny Hammond, Eddie Wirth, 
Bob Sholly, Skip ‘Van Leeuwen, etc. with his Bultaco. 

The third Expert heat found Sam Tanner and Eddie Mulder matched, with 
Sam on a Beezer and Eddie on his trusty Montesa. They were really close, 
but Steady Eddie edged away from the Flyin’ Flea, who took second, with 
Dan Haaby on his new H-D bringing up third. “Watch #12 doa wheelie,” I said 
to the figure 8 fans, and Mulder did not disappoint us. The fans were thrilled, 
especially the little girl, all of 3 years old, who had kept her hands over her 
ears during the races. 

Heat 4 was a no-nonsense episode or racing with Jim McMurren leading 
off a Harley-Davidson sweep, followed by Chuck Jones and Darrel Dovel. 

The fifth and last Expert heat began with Grand National Champion Gary 
Nixon, resplendent in new white leathers with iridescent copper stripes and 
sparkly, #1 emblazoned on the back, leading Elliott Schultz, Dan Welty and 
Roger Reiman around the mangled track. Schultz slipped his new Yamaha 
single under the champ and Reiman got past Welty at the checker.

31,372 Paid Attendance — A Record 


Then semi-maiüs were run to further winnow the starting lineup for the 
main. The giant scoreboard flashed the information that paid attendance was 
31,372 souls. That is roughly $100,000 gross for the promoters. The riders 
would split a purse of $6,000. 

Steve Ellsworth repeated his heat race performance winning the 10-lap 
Amateur Main in 2 minutes, 47 seconds. He was followed at a considerable 
distance by Bill Cody and close behind Bill was Ron Pierce, a Harley in a 
Bultaco sandwich. Don Loftus of Des Moines led for a while, but seemed to 
lose power after lap six. 

And finally, with a kind of hushed anticipation, the 12 top Experts of the 
night lined up in two rows for the 25-lap Short Track National. Announcer 
Rockwood announced the names and the engines fired up with an expectant 
roar. 


The 1968 Short Track National Championship 


Out of the first lap it was Cal Rayborn leading the bunched-up, snarling 
pack with Roger Reiman and Haaby close on his pipes, Jones in 4th and that 
fast-rising Bultaco ace Mike Yarn right in there among the veterans. 

Haaby took Reiman on the 5th lap and it was ‘still 4 Harleys and a Bul, 
but Gary Nixon, on the new 250cc Triumph Trophy, was beginning to turn it 
on. Yarn passed Reiman to move into second and Nixon passed Lawwill on 
lap eight to find himself in 4th place. And there the frontrunners stayed until 
lap 12 when. Nixon took Yarn at the same time that Haaby was getting under 
Rayborn. Through laps 14 and 15 Ronnie Rall and Bart Markel were picking 
off riders back in the pack like leapfrog. On the 16th circuit the leader was 
still Haaby, stretching his advantage, followed by Nixon, Rayborn, Lawwill, 
Yarn, Rall, Markel, Jones, Mulder, Reiman and McMurren in that order. 


Heartbreak For Haaby 


Then Rall took Yarn, and later so did Markel. It was obvious that Haaby 
had it in the bag. His Gary Bray-tuned Sprint was pumping like it was ‘sup- 
posed to and Nixon seemed to be content with second place. Then, on lap 22, 
heartbreak for Haaby. Exiting the south turn Dan lost it and went down in a 
tangle of wheels and feet. He lay there with the wind knocked out, his slid- 
ing foot caught in the rear wheel until Neil Keen arrived with the sidecutters 
and snipped the spokes. Haaby then got up groggily, to a standing ovation 
from the crowd, but the National Championship was won by Nixon. Lawwill 
was second, Rayborn third and Rall 4th. Yarn had repassed Markel to place 
5th—— remarkable for a first time expert running in that fast company! 


Next Stop — Daytona 


After the battle Gary Nixon hunted up the crestfallen Haaby. * You had it 
in the bag," Gary told him. Dan's spirits seemed to brighten a little. 

So the 1968 Championship trail started with a climax that it will be hard 
on top. Next stop will be Daytona and the magnificent 200 Miler on Saint 
Patrick's Day.

Well, it looks like we' ve got a new one, a real honest-to-goodness 
classic to replace grand old Catalina. Elsinore was a smasher from 
start. to finish with the sponsoring Gripsters M.C. doing a tremendous 
job. We all know that desert races go a lot farther and require more 
checking but desert races don't have to co-ordinate with townspeople 
or a whole police force to block off city streets, plus other countless 
problems so it was a monumental task to get this run off smoothly. 


The pit area was located at the end of

The Jeeps stationed 
around with walkie-talkies incase some- 
one required real assistance, one of 
which patrolled constantly the road par- 
allel to the long sandwash...the fact that 
Saturday to some racers the course 


didn’t appear to be too well marked in 
places but that was all changed with 
extra lime and flags come Sunday. Would 
you believe that the leaders in the first 
wave Saturday did get a little lost at the 
end! of the wash and Keith Mashburm and 
John Rice etc., milled around a little 
until one spotted the route and wavedfor 
the others to follow? 

Speaking of starts, they were some- 
thing else! Each wave of riders was sent 
off at minute intervals. Saturday some 
of them ran into holes they didn't see in 
time so Sunday the starting lineup was: 
changed slightly to overcome this but 
headed the riders right into a succession 
of wild whoop-de-doo's, Those who didn't 
cool it did just that, whoop-de-doo over 
the handlebars.

ELSINORE ECSTASY 


By John Shedd 


Just the idea of racing a motorcycle through town and country instills 
excitement, but only a jam-up good race can hold it, and Elsinore filled the 
bill. If a first race is ever a determining factor in the making of a classic, 
the Gripsters M.C.’s Elsinore Grand Prix last weekend made the grade. 

The race day atmosphere which enveloped Elsinore, spread as far as the 
town of Corona,20 miles away where coffee shops even hadrace day specials 
on the menu. Spectators lined the streets, and many residents were able to 
watch the race from their front porch. For many locals, it was their first 
motorcycle race, and as they peered from rooftops and from behind hay bales 
along the streets, they could hardly believe their eyes. It was difficult to tell 
for sure what the average townspeople thought of motorcycles’ roaring parade 
along the normally quiet city streets, but those who came to take a look ap- 
peared to be swept up by the excitement, 

The other half of the motorcycling sport, the road-riders, who seldom go 
to see sportsman events were there in abundance. There were hundreds of 
them, riding everything from full-dressed Harleys to 50cc scooters and every- 
thing between. Their machines lined the streets of town and filled service 
stations, where business had stopped while everybody witnessed the races, 
like busy Los Angeles parking lots. 

The 15-minute course had a tremendous variation of surface conditions. 
There was grass, sandwashes, rocks, mud, mountain roads, city streets and 
high speed highway curves. Just to compete at Elsinore required a blending 
of many varied riding talents, and to win demanded the fusing of many finely 
honed skills, with the sturdiest of machinery. 

One of the most amazing things about the Elsinore Grand Prix is how the 
Gripsters ever managed to swing a race of such magnitude incorporating city 
streets of a serene tourist town like Elsinore. The work and salesmanship 
involved was no doubt staggering, but the race itself justified the means. 

For men in the position of Mayor T.R. Yarbrough and the City Council of 
Elsinore, it takes-pure wisdom to give the O.K., and may the gods of motor- 
cycling smile on them forever.

Desmodromic, overhead cams, Weber 
carburetor, M,G, magneto, What do these 
components describe? Race car or boat? 
No sir! That’s a 1960 Triumph that was 
unveiled at Lions Drag Strip by its owner 
Bill Sauer of Lakewood, Calif, 

Bill felt that the basic Triumph was a 
good engine, but that did not shut out the 
idea for improvements. What if you 
could apply the ‘‘Desmo”’ set up that was 
successful for Ducati and the Mercedes 
300 SLR racing car? Maybe an increase 
of 2 grand in the rpm department! 

Bill bundled his Triumph drag bike and 
cranium of ideas into the shop and 
presence of Mr, Neil Thuesen. Who was 
this Thuesen guy and did he know any- 
thing about engines? Well, Neil was the 
owner and builder of the Offy midget 
race car that ‘‘Wild Bill’’ Cantrell drove 
to countless victories on the racing cir- 
cuits until retirement at the age of 50 
years, Thuesen also built an Offy-power- 
ed sports car that set the pros on their 
ears, 

After the Desmodromic cam and gear 
train design was off the drawing board, 
Thuesen applied for a patent that is still 
pending. What a beautiful job of casting 
and machine work has been done to 
accommodate the changes made, Youcan 


tell at a glance it’s Triumph but without 
a doubt it’s also a Sauer & Thuesen 
machine. 

This first day out at the drag strip was 
only accompanied by one run through the 
traps and the elapsed time was not im- 
pressive; ignition was faltering andpre- 
venting gasses from lighting up at the 
top end, to gain the rpm expected in final 
achievement. 

Bill promises the problem will be 
solved and he, along with Thuesen are 
building a dyno for test purposes. Even 
in that department they can’t be con- 
ventional and use the water brake system 
present in most dynos. This dyno will 
have a centrifugal flywheel that provides 
the engine load, 

It’s just possible that in the future the 
Desmodromic conversion kit will be 
available at the retail market,

There's snow all over the place and under that is mud. The ground is 
sloppy and the air is cold. The weather is horrible and the conditions are dis- 


gusting. 


Whoopee, things are perfect for a hare scrambles, Ohio style. 


Hare scrambling in Ohio is a winter 
time thing and mud makes the race. Not 
a mud hole or two, like a moto cross, 
but a whole course full of guck. 

Ohio doesn't have those near endless 
expanses of desert some states are 
blessed with (we watched the Bruce 
Brown film and coveted). Many clubs 
are lucky if they are able to rent or buy 
acreage enough for the two or so mile 
laps required for a hare scrambles 
course. 

So the events are run in laps and it 
doesn't take much imagination to get a 
picture of what happends when an al- 
ready wet field is hit by a hundred or so 
screaming bikes. Mud is what happens, 

The race is usually on a two hour 
time limit basis with the rider making 
the most laps the winner. Although this 
makes it technically a speed event, 
reliability of man and machine are the 
ultimate deciding factors. The first few 
laps slim the field considerably, often 
by more than 50 per cent, 

There are as many riding styles as 
riders but most of the more experienced 
competitors keep their cool until the 
field thins and then make the move, 

On a good day and a rideable course 
better riders will make 20 laps during 
the race or about a lap every six 
minutes. On a bad day, like the one the 
Cleveland Competition Club had recently 
when it snowed a couple of feet, it may 
take half an hour or 45 minutes for the 
first lap. 

Snow and mud aren’t the only things 
which make a northern hare scrambles 
rough, tough, There are always a couple 
of hills and a creek or two to make it 
more interesting. 
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With this issue, Cycle News is pleased 
to welcome a new columnist, Ford Reid, 
who will be writing a regular report of 
motorcycle progress in the Midwest 
every week. Ford is 23 years old, mar- 
ried with a daughter and another edition 
due in mid-April. He has been enthused 
over motorcycles for about six years, 
has lived in Louisville, Ky. and now 
resides in Norwalk, Ohio. 


Just about any kind of bike can be, 
and is, used. I once saw a guy runa 
Benelli mini-bike. The man had one big 
advantage over everyone else. He came 
to a creek with bikes stalled all over the 
place. Everyone was in case-deep water 
and pretty soon he was, too. But when 
he flooded out he simply picked up his 
machine and threw it out to dry ground, 

Because reliability of the machine 
and stamina of the man are so impor- 
tant in Ohio hare scrambling, a good 
rider on a well prepared 50 has as much 
chance of winning as the super shoe on 
his 650 racer. 

Bike preparation varies, too, but it’s 
got to include water proofing. Besides 
the inevitable creek there is the even 
more certain case deep mud and anyone 
who doesn’t seal off everything in sight 
and run the air cleaner up under the 
seat is going to find himself with a carb 
full of slop and a very wet coil. 

From there anything goes. From hot 
bikes to stock bikes, you’ll see ‘em all 
and you might sometimes be surprised 
which ones win. 

It’s a good sport andonea wide variety 
of motorcycling types can enjoy. That 
is, any type who isn’t afraid of getting 
dirty.

Bob Budschat, owner of Bob Budschat 
Motorcycle Sales in Seattle, Washington 
ranked fifth in the AMA National Short 
Track standings in 1967. He entered 14 
meets, compiling a record of 35 wins, 5 
seconds, 1 third and 1 fourth for a total 
of 193 points. 

*[ originally bought a bike to use on 
fishing trips,” Bob recalled. ‘My pals 
got bikes and we started trail riding. 
From trail riding we graduated to sliding 
around in empty fields and practice rac- 
ing against each other. In 1950 I was all 
set to begin active racing at the old 
High School Memorial Stadium in down- 
town Seattle. However, my friends and 
neigħbors selected me to symbolically 
represent them in Korea. This retarded 
my racing career until 1953, when I 
began my first season ona regular basis, 

“Since 1953, Pve raced all over the 
Northwest, California, Illinois, Vancouv- 
ver and a few other areas." Bob has 
ridden in the Santa Fe Short Track Na- 
tional in Chicago, the Peoria TT Nation- 
al, the Catalina Island Grand Prix, the 
San Jose Mile National and many other 
major races, *I wanted to enter in the 
Short Track Indoor Nationalin Houston's 
Astrodome this February 10th,” he said, 
“but it is just too far to travel." 

Bob has enjoyed many satisfying mo- 
ments on the track but he recalled his 
most satisfying moment as happening in 
the 1964 Peoria TT National. “I raced 
against Gary Nixon in the 12-lap consola- 
tion main event and had the satisfaction 
of passing him in each corner. His ma- 
chine was quite a bit faster than mine 
and he passed me back each time we 
straightened out. He took first and I 
took second but I did find it thrilling to 
compete with a guy of Nixon’s caliber 
and discover that I had the ability to get 
in there and ride. Over the years I’ve 
competed with some of the real pros, 
guys like Dick Mann and Joe Leonard, 
for example. It is an education just to 
run on the same track with guys of 
this caliber." 

Bob's 250 Ducati is considered to be 
one of the best short track machines in 
the country. ‘‘I’ve spent a lot of money 
and time on it,” he explained, “and also 
received a lot of help and advice. Last 
year I had the machine to California 
and received some help from Bob Blair 
and Tim Witham, both very savvy guys 
in setting up a short track machine. Tim 
Witham is probably the finest tuner 
we’ve had in this country. He’s built 
some of the fastest, most reliable motors 
to run on a track.” 

Bob then continued on to explain why 
he personally prefers short track rac- 
ing. “On a short track you seldom reach 
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speeds over 60 mph. On a mile you 
reach speeds up to 120 mph and on a 
big TT you get up to 90 mph. The aver- 
age guy can get into short track racing 
for something close to $900 and have a 
machine capable of reaching the Expert 
Main Events, Occassionally a fellow 
with exceptional talent will win on an 
almost stock machine. I can go out and 
cover the cost of my machine in one 
racing season. I could never do that with 
a big TT machine. Ducati probably has 
the best basic 250cc model for short 
track racing. In *66, I visited the Ducati 
factory and spent a few days in their 
racing department, I was quite impress- 
ed. Before I left, the manager of the 
racing division slipped an experimental 
camshaft into my jacket pocket. Of 
course, when I got home this went right 
into my machine.’’ 

Bob expressed his opinions on the 
motorcycle business in the Puget Sound 
area. “From what I can learn talking 
with other dealers, 1965 seemed to be 
the peak year in this business, Sales 
have fallen during the last two years, 
One dealer I talked with is down 100 
units from last year, There are more 
shops each year, of course, but we all 
feel that the legislation on driver’s li- 
censes and helmets has created a lot 
of animosity among riders and it is 
showing up in our falling volume. I 
know some people have said, ‘If it’s 
going to be this much trouble to ride, 
then the hell with it.’ P’ve had a few 
riders bring in their bikes for me to 
sell. Riders feel they are being harassed 
and to some extent this is true, But to 
some extent, they are also being made 
to conform, something whichis foreign to 
the name of most motorcyclists, 

“The idea of a special driver’s li- 
cense for cyclists is fine except it is 
being handled unfairly. The test is easy 
enough except it is completely unfair for 
some machines, The state uses a pylon 
course as a part of the test. From what 
I can learn, this course was set up for a 
Honda 90. A guy on a big Harley gets the 
well known wooden part of the arrow, 

*A friend of mine went to take the 
test. He’s got a $2800, full dress Harley 
74. ‘My machine won't fit through that 
course, he told the state police. “1 
couldn't even push it through there, let 
alone ride it through.’ The state police 
answered, ‘either go through or flunk 
the test.’ Anyway, this fellow left without 
running the course, He returned the next 
week with two of his friends who are 
Sheriff’s deputies. The deputies were 
riding their official Harleys, which are 
nearly identical with the State Police 
machines, All three of them flunked the 
course. Obviously the State Police 
wouldn’t be able to pass the test on their 
official bikes either. 


«Uninformed legislation causes prob- 
lems which are not only unfair but down- 
right simple-minded, The people who 
make these laws don’t ride. They never 
contact anyone in the trade for advice 
or opinions, They don't know what they 
are after or trying to accomplish, 

“The nephew of a lawyer friend of 
mine bought a Norton from me, One day 
he offered a ride to one of his friends at 
the University of Washington, The nephew 
was wearing a helmet but his friend was 
not, The nephew got a ticket for $40 for 
aiding and abeting the non-wearing of a 
helmet, This sort of enforcement doesn’t 
seem too damn fair to me. This particu- 
lar case went to court but I haven’t any 
information as of now on howit came out, 

*Another young fellow who bought a 
Norton from me got picked up on the 
freeway because the bike was too loud. 
He told the cop that it was a brand new 
bike and that he hadn't done anything to 
the mufflers, The cop told the kid out- 
right that he wouldn't have picked him up 
if he'd have been driving a car. Well, 
this kid's father happens to be a retired 
Army Colonel and when he heard this he 
went right downtown and marred a few 
desktops with his fist, The case was 
dismissed, but a lot of people wouldn't 
have stood up like he did and they would 
have had to pay an unfair fine. 

«What can be done? A lot of people 
say all we can do is lobby, To lobby you 
have an organization and you have topay 
people to get in there and fight for your 
rights. Motorcycle people are awfully 
hard to get together in any kind of a 
strong organization, We tried to organ- 
ize the dealers in this area a few years 
ago for the purpose of exerting ourselves 
politically but the organization fell 
through. I feel that the editors and per- 
sonnel of the trade mags are doing a 
good job in keeping riders and dealers 
informed on both sides of each issue, 
but things are not going to improve until 
the riders themselves get together and 
fight, Well, maybe right will triumph in 
the end."

It was one of the biggest nights for 
this writer-announcer to be standing in 
the middle of the famed Dome with riders 
lined up on both straightaways and the 
twelve National Champions directly in 
front of the two million dollar score- 
board. 

All of the National winners received 
large ovations when I introduced them 
and it meant as much to me as it did to 
them, I am sure, 

The regular employees of the Dome 
stated that it was one of the best shows 
they have seen there and there have 
been many. 


Selling The Sport 


Due to the fact that Texas has not had 
a major cycle race in over 25 years we 
estimated that at least 90% of the crowd 
was watching their first professional 
cycle race, If this is not doing the job 
of selling the sport and the machines 
then nothing ever will. 

The riders in the colored leathers 
really stood out under the powerful 
lighting setup. Each and every one looked 
like a champ and the crowd was standing 
more than they were sitting. 

California Amateurs swept the ten-lap 
final and it was one-two-three for the 
teenagers from the Golden West, Dan 
Haaby had the National all wrapped upon 
his new H-D Sprint that he was racing 
for the first time until that unexpected 
spill with only two laps to ge. 

It was only the second time inmemory 
that Haaby has fallen off on an oval in 
competition, All of the Harley Big-Wigs 
from all over the country were on hand 
to watch Haaby and the new west coast 
Sprint team of Dan,Gene Romero and 
sponsor Gary Bray. They came within 
two laps of making it the best ever, 

The new 250cc Triumph ridden tovic- 
tory by Gary Nixon is not a ‘“‘Cub’’ but 
is known as a '*Trophy 250." The Cub, 
if you will remember, was originally a 
200cc machine with far less ponies than 
the new Trophy model, 

Nixon also has a new Sonicweld frame 
on his Triumph and says it is the great- 
est thing to have and handles like a 
dream, It is made right here in the Los 
Angeles area by former road racer, 
Ray Hensley. 

Ninety Experts time-trialed and only 
50 made the show. It was rougher in the 
Amateur class where seventy riders 
tried the clocks and only 27 made the 
show, 

Right after the races were completed 
the promoters, the Pace Management 
Corp., were planning for next year, The 
short track will be back for sure and 
maybe a full-sized Daytona type motor- 
cycle show — plus a T.T.! 

Hard luck rider was Fred Nix the 
Oklahoma ace. Freddy wipedouthis first 
Sprint in practice and then knocked him- 
self out of the races in the heat race 
when he was unable to avoid the fallen 
Ron Kruseman, 


They Remember Resweber 


Upset of the night was Elliott Schultz, 
on the new 250 Yamaha single, beating 
Nixon in the heat race on the final lap, 
Mechanical troubles in the feature put 
him out early and he never really had a 
chance to try for two. 

Two champs that were entered never 
Showed up. Dick Mann was at the Ossa 
factory in Spain and did not make it back 
in time, A1 Gunter was too busy getting 
ready for Daytona and also failed to 
make it. 

One of the promoters stated after the 
race that if the same show was brought 
back to the Dome in the next two months 
he felt they could fill all of the 54,000 
seats.
